Time was, and not too long ago, when 


the Georgia farm house served by elec- 
tricity was almost a rarity, when nearly 
every farmer had to take a lantern to 
the barn for the early morning milking 


and his wife spent a good hour every day 
refilling lamps and washing their chim- 
neys. 


Those days are gone forever. 


According to Rural Georgia, official 
organ of the nigh 200,000 members of 
Rural Electric Membership Co-operatives 
in Georgia, 90 percent of the State’s farms 
will be electrified by the end of the year. 


That means not only that the drudgery 
of cleaning lamps is over for nine out of 
10 Georgia farm wives, but that their 
husbands have only to flick a switch to 
flood their barns or chicken houses with 
light, and that milking and churning and 
scores of chores which formerly had to 
be done by hand are now handled quickly 
and economically by electrical equipment. 

Ninety percent farm electrification is 
good... the best in the South, in fact. 

But the job won’t be completed until 
Georgia’s farms are 100 percent electri- 
fied and, at the rate we're going, that 
won't be long. 


We Haven't Forgotten---Has Congress? 


Ohio—the nation’s sixth largest dairy 
State—has just eliminated its tax on 
colored margarine. 

The action came by popular demand, 
too, Ohioans having voted by nearly a 
half-million majority to abolish the dis- 
criminatory levy. The election was called 
by public initiative after a recalcitrant 
Legislature had failed to provide for a 
referendum on the question. 

All of which reminds us: The people 
of the United States have long since been 
overwhelmingly in favor of elimination of 
the indefensible Federal tax on margarine

but until now congressional action on the 
question has been thwarted by the dairy 
lobby. 

The House of Representatives has fi- 
nally voted for repeal of margarine tax, 
however, and its fate is now in the hands 
of the Senate. 

That body, we were promised when it 
adjourned last Summer, is going to make 
the margarine tax repeal bill its first 
order of business when it reconvenes in 
January. 

The nation’s housewives haven't for- 
gotten that promise. Has Congress? 


Everybody Knew—But The Steelworkers 


What everybody—except, it seems, the 
Steelworkers’ Union—knew was inevita- 
ble as a result of the new steel contracts, 
now is coming to pass in higher prices 
of steel. 

Union leaders pretend to be “out- 
raged,” as they have three times hereto- 
fore since the wage-price spiral started 
spinning in 1946. They claim the steel 
companies ought to absorb the cost of re- 
cently won pensions and insurance bene- 
fits “out of profits.” 

The steel industry estimated the cost 
of the 10 cents per hour recommended by 
the President’s Fact Finding Board for 
pensions and insurance would be $300,- 
000,000 a year. What the workers actu- 
ally got was an average of better than 12 
cents per hour for those items. On the 
basis of the same caculations, these bene- 
fits will cost a minimum of $360,000,000 
each year. 

Last year, a banner year for the steel 
industry, profits totaled $580,000,000. 
Things will riot be so good this year and 
next year steel production can be ex- 
pected to slacken considerably after mid- 
Summer. Profits dwindle fast after pro- 
duction drops below about 70 percent of 


capacity. ’

If the steel industry were to pay from 
current profits the full $360,000,000 which 
the unions have won that would leave 
about $220,000,000, even on the basis of 
1948 profits, the highest the industry has 
ever known. 

This year the industry is spending a 
total of $627,000,000 on expansion alone. 
It will be recalled that President Truman 
complained early this year the industry 
was not expanding fast enough and sug- 
gested the Government step in and build 
steel mills in competition with private in- 
dustry. A bill to that effect has been 
introduced into Congress. 

It is impossible, in view of present high 
taxes, double taxes on corporate incomes 
and general uncertainty over the future, 
to attract a great number of investors to 
private industry. Expansion money must 
be had from profits or from loans. 

How then could the steel industry be 
expected to pay for such an expansion 
program, return reasonable dividends to 
investors and retain necessary reserves on 
profits that would be left after paying the 
union’s pension and insurance benefits? 

If the Steelworkers’ Union can figure 
that one out we feel certain the steel com- 
panies would be grateful. 


Is Eisenhower Out of the Running? 


WASHINGTON—After reading Gen. Dwight Eisenhower’s latest disclaimer, one must admit that 


he has gone pretty far in laying the gh 


him recently. 
not a presidential candidate and, furthermore, 


Speculation over the General's political future 
had come to the fore again as a result of a series 
of speeches he has been making in recent months. 
In someof these he seemed to take a critical aa 
tude against certain policies of the Truman A ; 
ministration, particularly with reference to var: 
ious welfare programs. : 
tome eicears had been quick to seize on his 
remarks as indicating a desire— to become the 
Republican presidential nominee 1n 1952. He was 
thought to be laying the groundwork for an activé 
campaign to this and later on. 


The thing that caused Gen. Eisenhower 
to speak out on the subject was a news story 
written by one of the press services from the 
President’s vacation spot in Key West, Fila. 
It was to the effect that intimates of Mr. 
Truman were beginning to look on the Gen- 
eral as a presidential candidate, regarding 
some of his recent utterances as a sign in 


that direction. 


Since then the President's press secretary, 
Charles G. Ross, has thrown the story down as 
something that was “souped up” by a news: 
hungry journalist. He said that in so far as he 
knew none of the President’s intimates felt that 
way about Gen. Eisenhower. me 

Despite a certain color of suspicion lent by 
some of the General's public remarks, the stories 
about him projecting himself as a candidate never 
did make sense. For one thing, the timing was 
all wrong. It is more than two years before 
the next preconvention campaign for the presi- 
dential nomination gets under way, and no serious 
candidate ever sticks his neck out that far in 
advance. 

For another thing, two years is too long a 
time to measure any political situation. No one 
is able to say at this time what the issues will 
be or what problems confront the nation then. 
Also, there is a congressional election to be passed 
over. The outcome of that election may have an 
important bearing on the presidential campaign 
following two years later. 

Another weakness in the stories is that they 
tended to set Gen. ower up as a candidate 
in opposition to President Truman. That could 
not stand up very well for the reason that no 
one knows whether Mr. Truman will be a can- 
didate to succeed himself. All of the tangible

evidence we have is that he will not. He has 
made that statement, directly or indirectly, sev- 
eral times. 

On the intangible side, certain acts of Mr. 
Truman have tended to stamp him as a candidate. 
But every President, regardless of his intentions, 
tries to keep up a certain illusion of his candidacy 
in order to preserve his influence with Congress. 
If he definitely took himself out uf the picture, 
his party leaders in Congress would be contin- 
ually looking around for alliances with another 
candidate. 

None of this is to say that Mr. Truman may 
not ultimately decide to seek another term. He 
might well do that. The prerogatives and priv- 
ileges of the office are so great that it must be a 
temptation to any man occupying the White 
House to remain there as long as he can. 

If he finally decides to retire at the end of his 
present term, as many believe he will, it is not 
inconceivable that he may point the finger of 
favor on Gen. Eisenhower as his successor. We 
know from the General’s book that the President 
offered to support him for the Democratic nom- 
nation the last time, if he wanted it. The offer 
was made at the Potsdam conference after the 
collapse of Germany. Eisenhower turned it down. 


Much of the ballyhoo about Eisenhower 
for President comes from Republican seg- 
ments. Certain elements of the Party, dis- 
appointed from the long chain of defeats 
suffered at the hands of the Democrats, see 
the need of getting a glamour candidate for 
President, if the GOP is ever to win another 
election. They think the General fits this 
bill better than anybody now on the political 
horizon. 


But the time for appraising that situation will 
come two years later. It cannot be done now. 
An entirely different set of factors may prevail 
by 1952. 

In the meantime, no one yet knows whether 
Gen. Eisenhower considers himself as a Democrat 
or a Republican. He has never given any indi- 
cation, and his background as a professional 
soldier offers no ley a at his en 
the o thing we do know is e is no w 
a aie and has no intention of being talked 
into becoming one. That should settle the matter 
for a while, at least.

They shook hands*and Mr. Jagels whispered:

Whereupon we all laughed heartily although, admittedly, the joke 
wasn’t very good. 

Anyhow, “Biz” is back. I’ve written about him here before, 
maybe because I sort of envy him, but chiefly, I think, because he 
has done a good job against odds and has kept his head, his values 
and his perspective. He is going back to Paris 
pretty soon to round out three years of study there 
—to integrate what he was learned. And I’m proud 
of him. 


“He is from Atlanta, Ga., just like 


He worked for awhile in our en- 
Background graving department. He was a 
bad cartoonist, just learning to draw. Then he 
went briefly to the High Museum. That was when 
I marked him down in my mind. He didn’t try to 
copy things or paint what everyone was painting. 
He started out on what he saw and felt. 

He was in the First Armored Division in com- 
bat. He ran with the others at Kasserine Pass 
and went back when they took that Tunisian vil- 
lage area a month later. Our troops were just 
being blooded, as they say, in the African cam- 
paign and the Germans threw better tanks and 
better guns at them there and drove them out for a while. 


he had a fine combat record in Africa and Italy. 

Art After the war, he studied for awhile in New York at the 
Art Students’ League under Hans Hoffman and in 1946 

went to Paris under the GI Bill. I saw him over there in 1947 and 

his studio was packed with stuff. He was working. 

I guess Paris is the most wonderful city in the world, but 
essentially it is a young person’s city. It attracts all those with a 
driving urge and many of these are running from something or 
running to something, with escape as the net objective. So there 
are a lot of phonies and a lot of pitiful ones. They make much of 
the news. They sit and talk about art and what“they some day 
are going to paint or write or design. 

A few of them really work. These rarely make news.

Opinion That’s why at the Beaux Arts Grande Chaumiere they 
told me that Bizinsky was the best American student 
they had ever had. He didn’t “go Paris.” He worked. 

He had a one-man show in Paris ...a rare distinction for a 
young man with no “pull” save his ability. John Devoluy, one of 
the better-known art critics in Paris, writing in the Paris edition 
of the Herald-Tribune, said of the show: 

“, . . It’s complete inventory is on show at the Galerie 
Castelucho, 125 Boulevard Montparnasse. Considerable dis- 
tance separates a first landscape from the most recent scene 
of Paris that spans his evolution. Yet, all of his work bears 
the mark of distinguishable temperament. Impetuous in the 
early works, he shows the refining process of a beneficial 
Paris art climate in the most recent ones, but never loses a 
constant quantity of spontaneity, freshness and lyricism that 
already make him a competent landscape painter. The rest 
is of little importance—the usual matter of time and maturity.” 

In addition, his work has been exhibited at the National] Gal- 
lery, Washington, D. C.; Riverside Gallery, New York City; at the 
Carnegie International Peace Show during United Nations con- 
ferences, and 10 paintings may now be seen at the Associated 
American Artists’ gallery in New York City. 

While not by any means an art critic, I nevertheless know what 
I see. He has come a long, long way and F would advise those 
who like to invest in painters who years from now will become 
famous to acquire a few early Bizinskys.

Why Dec. 25 Is Christmas 


Editor Constitution: Mr. McGill’s column re- 
cently told of confusion with regard to just why 
Christmas is celebrated on Dec. 25.

Nurses 


Editor Constitution: In regard to the news 
story which appeared in your newspaper head- 
lined “Practical Nurse Monopoly in. Georgia, 
Suit Charges,” it is my firm belief that if these 
nurses are organized on a voluntary basis for the 
purpose of elevating the standards of nursing, 
organized and operated on a nonprofit. basis, 
free from all outside influence and private busi- 
ness, it will be indeed of great benefit to both 
the nurses and the people of Georgia. 

However, injustices which can easily be im- 
posed if proper forethought and supervision are 
not strictly. adhered to are: 

1. The undergraduate nurses are in danger of 
losing their rating which is now recognized in 
the State of Georgia. It would be unjust for 
those who have had as much as one to three 
years’ training toward a degree as a registered 
nurse and years of experience, to be required 
to be classified as a practical nurse. 

2. That hundreds of practical nurses have 
previously been earning their livelihood as prac- 
tical nurses on home duty cases will be disquali- 
fied because their limited educations will hinder 
them when they are required to take an exami- 
nation. There are many cases where only a pair 
of hands are needed, i. e.: a working father or 
mother has to have someone to be with a sick 
child so that it will be possible for them to con- 
tinue at their jobs which are necessary to the 
livelihood of their family, cases where there are 
broken bones, companions to elderly ladies and 
gentlemen, or someone recuperating from various 
types of illnesses where it is not necessary to 
have a skilled or trained nurse, etc. 

3. That if such prices as: $6 for eight-hour 
duty, $9 for 12-hour duty and $10 for 20-hour 
duty are the set prices for all nurses who are 
now classified below the registered nurse, this 
will put nursing beyond the financial reach of 
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he returned. Address all letters to Editor Constitution. Atlanta. Ga.

4. I feel that it is the opinion of the majority 
of the people that a person, regardless of how 
low his income, should be entitled to be able to 
employ some type of nursing aid. If nursing rates 
are graduated as to the ability and training, this 
would naturally give the registered (these nurses 
are already organized), undergraduate and prac- 
tical nurses a rate of pay that is equivalent to 
their ability. To this nursing classification it 
seems that there should be one other type of 
nurse recognized by a new title. One proper and 
fitting name could be “companion nurse.” This 
classification will give a title to the nurse who 
up to this date has had to call herself a practical 
nurse.

‘0,’ I Wish I was in the Land ob Cotton—' 
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A Visitor From Germany 


WASHINGTON—Every so often the curtain is lifted and we get another glimpse 
of how the old Nazi order is being restored in Germany with our kind co-opera- 
tion—as our war aims go glimmering. We discover now, for example, thanks to 
Sen. Gillette, Democrat, Iowa, that Herman J. Abs, formerly a director of the 

| Deutsche Bank when it was one of Adolf Hitler’s chief agents in exploiting occu- 
pied Europe, has been in this country for several weeks—since Nov. 17—conferring chiefly with New 
York bankers, but also, incidentally, visiting the State Department. 


Herr Abs long ago wormed his way back into 
the high councils of German finance and those 
of the victorious Allies. He was permitted to go 
through the British lines two days after the fall 
of Berlin with 7,000,000,000 of marks in cash to 
re-establish his business in Hamburg in the Brit- 
ish zone, and afterward acted as economic and 
financial adviser to Sir Sholto Douglas, Com- 
mander of the British zone. 


In explanation of this latest episode here, the 
‘State Department, on inquiry from Sen. Gillette, 
Said that the Department was not trying to keep 
his Visit a secret, but did not. want to enhance 
his prestige in Germany by drawing attention to 
his activities here. He came to this country, it 
was said, to confer with American bankers who 
hold about $30,000,000 of German credits and 
spent a day in Washington during which he called 
on officials in the German division of the State 
Department to discuss: “technical matters.” 


He came, it was explained, with Wilhelm 
Vocke and Hans Treue, officials of the 
Deutche Leander Bank, a tri-zonal bank of 
all the German states set up in April, 1948, 
by the United States, Great Britain and 
France, and as a private citizen, though he 
is not exactly that, being a director of the 
German Recoystruetion Loan Company, an 
agency of the West German Government. 
His visa expires Dec. 25. 


Who is Herman J. Abs and what was his role 
in Hitler’s conquest? 

This was clearly spelled out in a special re- 
port in June, 1947, by Gen. Lucius D. Clay, then 
American Military Governor in Germany, based 
On an exhaustive investigation by AMG experts. 
It said he was influential in operations of the 
Deutsche Bank when it, along with the Dresdner 
Bank “acted virtually as an economic branch of 
the Wehrmacht in exploiting the resources of 
the occupied countries. 

“The desire to acquire certain institutions or 
corporations sometimes originated within the 
banks, sometimes within the Nazi Government,

but all acquisitions had one aim in common, 
namely, the economic and political domination 
of Europe by Germany... . Both banks obtained 
a share in the spoils.” 

Herr Abs was identified as the key figure in 
the Deutsche Bank’s seizure of French-Belgian 
properties in Czechoslovakia, Luxembourg, Yugo- 
slavia and Rumania. Before the two banks 
spread out their operations to other countries, 
they plundered the Jews in Germany, which is 
told in a section of Gen. Clay’s report on “Role 
of the Banks in Aryanization of the German 
Economy.” It says: 

“In this way the Dresdner and Deutsche 
Banks acquired properties for their own account, 
financed acquisitions of Aryanized property for 
customers, selected and appraised property for 
future Aryanization and even searched for pro- 
spective customers interested in this type of trans- 
action. This experience gained in Aryanization 
activity in Germany served the banks in good 
stead in their subsequent economic spoliation of 
occupied Europe.” 


Herr Abs turned up prominently after the 
war. When the new Trizonal Bank of the 
German States was organized its German 
Board of Directors elected him President and 
August Schniewind, a Director of the Dresd- 
ner Bank in the Nazi regime, as Chairman 
of the Board, but on condition that these 
two jointly would have a veto on the Board. 
This scheme was spiked by Gen. Clay. 


Herman Abs turned up also on the list of 
German trustees on the control board for the 
Ruhr iron and steel industry, along with other 
ex-Nazis, who were picked by a German, Dr. 
Hermann Punder, President of the Executive 
Council of the Bizonal Economic Administration. 
But this was too much for trade union leaders 
to take and they protested so vigorously that 
Herr Abs and some of the others were dropped.

The impression that Naziism consisted entirely 
of persecution of Jews and Catholics, is false. It 
was basically just what the words “National 
Socialism” imply, a Nationalistic Socialistic pro- 
gram. It was not much different from the Na- 
tionalistic Communism which Stalin adopted for 
@ time as a breathing spell on the Soviet war of 
treachery against the world. It should be remem- 
bered that Leon Trotsky, the pure world-revolu- 
tionist, fought with Stalin over that and was 
tracked down in Mexico and murdered with the 
connivance of an American trustee in his employ. 


Stalin felt that the Soviets were over-extend- 
ing themselves in the campaign for world Social- 
ism at that time. He shrunk his horizons and 
concentrated on National Socialism within Russia. 
After Roosevelt saved Russia from Hitler, Stalin 
saw that the United States was weak politically 
and immediately set his conspirators to work here 
t? “bring the boys home” and dissolve a great 
military force which might lick him.

WASHINGTON — Despite re- 
cent advances, the average Rus- 
sian still has to work up .o seven 
times as long as the American 
worker to earn enough money 
to buy food for the family din- 
ner table. 


This is the conclusion of the 
latest in a series of Labor De 
partment studies on purchasing 
power of workers in the United 
States and 18 other countries 
compiled by the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics. 


Making a commodity-by-com- 
modity comparison of purchas- 
ing power, the B.L.S. comes to 
the conclusion that there is an 
“enormous variation” in the 
hourly earnings of foreign work- 
ers when measured in terms of 
food. 


“AMONG the countries cov- 
ered,” says the report, “the pur- 
chasing power of hourly earn- 
ings was lowest in the USSR, 
where workers had to work four 
to seven times as long as U. S. 
workers to buy a given quantity 
of food.” ‘ 


Even in Italy and Austria, 
where food purchasing power 
was next lowest, the indexes 
of workers’ earnings were ap- 
proximately one-third greater 
than in the Soviet Union, de- 
clares the report. 


CITING some of the statistical] 
differences, the study notes that 
it takes six minutes of working 
time to buy a pound loaf of 
bread in the United States, com- 
pared with 24 minutes for the 
average worker in the Soviet 
Union. 


The average U. S. Working 
time for a pound of butter is 
32 minutes. In the USSR it’s 
542 minutes.

Perhaps the greatest disparity 
appears in sweets and fruits. It 
takes just four minutes’ work / 
for the average American to earn 
enough for a pound of sugar, 
while it takes the average Rus- 
sian about 141 minutes. 


The study found that Austra- 
lia is the only foreign country 
in the world where workers had 
to work less time than in the 
United States to buy a given 
amount of food. 

IN CANADA, Great Britain 


The disparity became even 
greater when items other than 
food were compared. The 
study indicates that this is 
where the tremendous differ- 
ential in earning power of the 
American and Soviet worker 
really appeared. 


The reason for this is Ameri- 
can mass production. Our tre- 
mendous productivity has made 
nonfood items cheaper in the 
United States than anywhere 
else in the world, it says.

Food Editor's Mother Turns 
Columnist for Christmas

DEAR AGNES: 

Since I am alone for the day, I am trying to do some odd jobs 
so they will not bother me during the week. One of these is to 
answer your question about an old fashioned German Christmas. 

My mother and father talked much of their homeland, especially 
at Christmas. They loved to tell us stories of what their families 
did and how German people kept Christmas. 

Christmas trees in Germany a hundred or go years ago were 
trimmed with the few ornaments that could * made by hand. 
Most of the decoration, however, came from the kitchen. Trees 
were trimmed with holiday cookies such as Springerle, fancy yeast 
breads and some dried fruits often strung on short strings. 

Only at Christmas did they have these special treats to eat. The 
usual yeast breads were made with dried fruits, spices and wine. 
Father said their holiday candy was dried prunes, soaked in water 
then rolled in sugar and baked a little in the oven. 

Everyone went to church Christmas morning, had ‘as 
good a family dinner as they could afford, then spent the 
afternoon visiting. Christmas in Germany was for children. 
After your grandparents came to this country they changed or 

perhaps forgot many customs. Maybe, too, it was because they 
had such a big family to constantly look after. 

We seldom had a tree when I was little. In fact, few people 
did because there were no commercial ornaments 60 or 70 years ago. 
Mother and Father would get up early Christmas morning, Father 
seeing about the fires and Mother fixing the table. A plate was put 
on for each one of us. It was filled with 10 or 12 Springeles, 
some candy, and our presents. Then the table was covered and 
we could come downstairs. I remember that we surely came 
down fast. 

We always went to Sunday School because churches 
usually had trees. If you belonged to Sunday School and 
were a good kid you got a bag of candy after the service. 
(Churches bought stick candy and hard candy by the 50- 
pound pails.) 

You asked about the Springele recipe and board. The hand 
carved board which some day will be yours is now way over 100 
years old. It has 12 bird, fish and flower designs on it, one for 
each cooky center. Mother followed a certain recipe and always 
used a wooden spoon and old-fashioned milk jar to mix them. It 
was a German belief that when the sugar and eggs were creamed 
together they had to be stirred for exactly one hour in one direc- 
tion. If stirred backward, even once, it was a sign of bad luck. 
Don’t you remember*your grandmother teaching you that? 

For many years now I have used this recipe and it is, fine. 
I still -think they bake better in an old wood cook stove but of 
course you won't like that. 

SPRINGERLE 

Sift together 44 cups sifted cake flour, and 1 teaspoon 
baking powder. Beat 4 eggs until very light, then stir in 
1 pound of powdered sugar (could use 2 cups granulated 
sugar). Beat with spoon until thoroughly combined. Add 
1 tablespoon grated lemon rind, then flour mixture. Mix 
thoroughly. Chill until firm enough to handle easily; roll 
it to thickness of one-half inch. Press a floured Springerle 
board on dough or vice versa. Grease cookie sheets; 
sprinkle with anise seed. Arrange cookies, one-half inch 
apart, on sheets; leave exposed te air overnight. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) 30 minutes, until lower part 
is light yellow. When cool store in covered jar for 2 or 3 
weeks before eating. This makes about 36. 

Don’t know if you can make any sense out of what I have 
written, or, that it will help you.

Turns Learning Into Play

The room was whimsical as a fairy tale. 

Fancy, the pink reindeer, jingled bells from her antlers and 
pranced over the stars. Santa Claus peered through the window, 
and a court of French dolls preened themselves haughtily on a table. 

The children looked at the scene and gasped in wonder. Then 
they looked adoringly at their teacher. 

In a way, they had expected such magic from Mrs. William 
Gifford. 

She had taught them last vear in the seventh grade at Forest 
Park School. It had been a hilarious year, full of excitement and 
quick flashes of imagination which light the first steps in the ad- 
venture of learning. 

Under Mrs. Gifford, they had discovered the magic that lurks 
behind sharp facts. They had begun to find that knowledge is not 
a dull ritual of stamping meaningless print on an unwilling brain. 
It is a game rich in fantasy and color. 

A far cry from the long-faced pedant who counts her blessings 
in her slim pay check and views her profession as a martyrdom, 
Mrs. Gifford finds teaching a challenging, exciting adventure. 

Appealing to the creative intelligence, Mrs. Gifford kindles the 
imagination rather than stifling it under the dull weight of facts. 

Her innovations in teaching are completely mad—and effective. 

Children learn geography through Florence, Mrs. Gifford’s im- 
aginery friend who has done everything from carnival dancing in 
Pittsburgh to oil drilling in Texas and has been more places than 
Kilroy. 

Students learn hard facts from each other by adopting States 
and calling out their capitals and leading products at roll call. 
Parts of speech are learned by pictures. Through blackboard 
sketches depicting the ‘“‘March of Time,” historical events, dates 
and sequences are grasped with magic quickness. 

Discipline was no problem. Sketching a map of the United States 
on the board, Mrs. Gifford gave each child a State. When he mis- 
behaved, his State was covered with a dirty rag, which ruined the 
beauty of the whole. Classroom sentiment soon corrected the of- 
fender.

performance. 

The party, held Friday afternoon at Mrs. Gifford’s home, was 
a thank,you to her class for a wonderful year. She never had a 
problem child. Perhaps it’s because she never worried about a 
student’s shortcomings. She centered her instruction around their 
good traits. It worked. When one encourages and has faith in a 
child’s one points, the shortcomings fade away and disappear. 

Mrs. Gifford knew that secret. She knew, too, that the things 
which bring joy are easily learned and nevér forgotten.
